The three great addresses are couched 
In. language of exuberant. force and wide 
licence, interspersed ‘with rich descriptive 
passages and “boisterous” humour. The 
diction is less artificial than-is usual with 
the poets of the-time, as-is natural enough 
in a poem that is in revolt against all 
restraint; but thé verse is true to Gaelic 
type; abounding in rhyme and alliteration, 
“and -moving with a rushing impetus. 
Three times the poem-has been printed in 
English and once in German, but the first 
translation to appear in book form.is that 
by Mr. Percy Arland Ussher, introduced 
by Dr. W. B. Yeats. 
* * * . - 

It is impossible to imagine a bettér 
translation than this, which is so true in 
spirit to the original, and reproduces w ith 
such notable success the vigour and loud 
music of the verse. The interweaving of 
feminine with masculine rhymes is 
cleverly imitated from the Gaelic. Mr. 
Ussher has taken legitimate liberties, 
passing over obscurities in the original, and 
atten.piing no literal rendering ‘of lines 
that puzzle even philologists. Necessarily, 
he loses the epigrammatic pungency of 
lines which, in the original, are almost 
proverbial ; but the loss is obvious only on 
collation. He has avoided, on the one 
hand, a strict English style, unsympathetic 
because classical ; and, on the other, he has 
.steared clear of brogue that cheapens and 
misrepresents originals. His English is 
as free from mere dialect as Merriman’s 
Gaelic, and, yet, like the Gaelic, colloquial 
in its freedom. Merriman was a Gaelic 
scholar unbending; and Mr. Ussher gives 
us the English of a literary man who is 
not afraid of what Johnson would call low 
words. 

We find, therefore, a thoroughly satis- 
factory representation of the most daring 
thing in Modern Irish. It is difficult to 
illustrate Mr. Ussher’s work by quota- 
tions; for the piece must be read as 
whole if a just opinion is to be formed. 
Lines taken from their context woul 
ofiend by their violence—a violence that 
ceases to jar when read in character a 
part of a tremendous farce. In judging 
the poem, it is well, as Dr. Yeats suggests, 
to consider it as the productof | 
medieval mind. Merriman is no broader 
than Chaucer, and his racy discourse never 
descends to ugliness or decadence. 
O'Grady recorded a tradition current in 
Merriman’'s native Clare that he was of 
illegitimate birth, and imitated Richard 
Savage by revenging himself for public 
slight by means of a revolutionary out- 
‘burst in letters. His birth, indeed, may 
account for his contempt for ‘restraint, and 
his impish delight in flouting -respecta- 
bility. Yet his poem is not morbid, and 
might be read, without wresting it un- 
justly, as a virile assault upon such joy- 
lessness as we see around us in Ireland 
today. No degenerate wrote a poem 
which again and again breaks into manly 
reproof of indolence and servility. To 
treat if as an attac’: upon marriage, in- 
stead of as a fieakish demand for more 
marriages, is to mistake the hearty Clare- 
man for a feeble modern rovelist. Its 
mere broadness was no new thing in Irish 
letters, <s those know who have read the 
manuscript literature, and have observed 
how many a poem equally broad was a 
favourite with the scribes, from the 
Ossianic verse down.

In his introduction, Dr. Yeats áfhrms 
that Merriman and all his countrymen 
believed in the real existence of Key >ll.

Donough Rua Macnamara, a“ contem- 
porary and fellow-countryman of Merri- 
man’s, is best known as the author of 
“The Fair Hills of Eire.

He composed a mock Aeneid, “The

Mr. Ussher gives us a spitited rendering ; 
but this piece lacks simplicity of appeal, 
and its drollery is lost with the flavour of 
its Gaelic allusions. Mr. Yeats is mis- 
taken in suggesting that Donough knew 
only Latin and: Gaelic—his famous 
bilingual poem, made in Newfoundland, 
“ As I was walking one evening lately,” 
sufficiently illustrates his knowledge of 
English.

LATEST FICTION. 


WILLIAM CLISSOLD : SECOND 
VOLUME. 
(Published Yesterday.) 

HE second volume of Mr. H. G. 

Wells’s “ three-decker’’ is much more 
irteresting than the first. Tie story 
begins to move, and keeps moving. 
William Clissold - gets away from philo- 
sophy and anthropelogy, tells us of his own 
agairs, and describes the life familiar to 
him. Dickon, his brother, is an 
enthusiast for the art of advertising, and 
affirms that ‘‘if the soap-boilers did no 
more for soap than your old Royal 
Society does for science, nobody would 
wash.” Despite his flashy principles of 
business, Dickon is quite a lovable 
fellow. The passages in which his wife 
is drawn, come near to beauty. In all 
the two ‘volumes there is nothing that 
comes so near to strength as the picture of 
this triangle of good friends, as if sweet 
home influences had kindled a flame of 
human sympathy amid bleak disputations. 
Dickon accepts a baronetecy, and William 
makes this the occasion of an onslaught on 
the monarchy, which sets the tone of his 
political chapters. The monarchy 
ancient and traditional, and—to Clissold’s 
mind—irrational.

MODERATE BUSINESS IN OILS. 


Business in Oil Shares yesterday was on 
only a moderate scale, but interest was again 
fairly well spread. Firmness characterised 
the recognised leaders; but a sharp decline 
occurred in Trinidad Centrals, which had a 
depressing effect upon other Trinidad issues. 
The price movements finally recorded were of 
an irregeular character, rises and falls beinc 
about equally divided. A sensational fall 
ovcurred in the shares of Trinidad Centra! 
Cilfields.. Since it was announced that nego- 
tiations were proceeding with the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company, and that the latter 
had detailed a geological party to survey the 
properties, these shares’ have moved up 
appreciably. A further helpful factor was 
the news of the bringing into production of a 
well on May 8h, yielding 1,000 barrels ef 
mil per day. The selling which occurred yes- 
terday was attributed to a rumour to the 
effect that nothing has materialised from 
these negotiations, Too much atiention 
shonld uot be paid to market rumours of 
this character, and, inasmuch as the annual 
report of the company should be available in 
a few days’ time and the meeting held in 
the early days of this month, shareholders 
shenld soon know the exact position. 
Trinidad Central Shares were at first offered 
at 15s., fell to 11s. sellers, rallied to 12s., 
end closed at Ills. 6d., the result of the 
days business being a decline of 3s. 6d. 
Shells changed hands in fair numbers, and 
finished with a gain of vr at 414, the Bearer 
Shares being up to a like extent at 4. 
Royal Dutch, after having been offered at 
51j, closed a good market at 314, the result 
of the day’s business being an improvement 
of 4. Anglo-Americans, tolléwide New York 
advices, rose + to 34.

ARTSILK PIECE GOODS. 

The advance figures obtained by the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce show that ex- 
ports of cotton and artificial silk mixture 
piece goods in the month of August amounted 
to 5,792,727 square yards. as against 6,558,632 
square yards in July.

It was anticipated: that ihe 
director would add a statement as to whether 
the figures included the reported damage ‘o 
the crop hy insects and bad weather, but no 
information in this respect was added. 


MOND NICKEL WORKS. 

It was officially stated at Swansea yester- 
day that, owing to the prohibitive price of 
foreign coal, the directors of the Mond Nickel 
Works, Clydach, have decided to close down 
when the present stocks are exhausted.. At 
the moment there is enough coal for another 
three weeks. About 1,000 men will be 
affected, and each man will receive 10s. a 
week, as was done during the general strike.

FINANCIAL MATTERS. - 

Dealing with the financial position, he said 
that the amount available for distribution 
amongst the clergy as bonuses this year was 
considerably less than in the previous year, 
which was due to the fact that the sum 
allotted to payments of special bonuses Jast 
year was nearly £500 more than the funds 
could stand, and consequently retrenchment 
was necessary.

The 
scarcity of money, due to the high cost of 
living and the burden of taxation, together 
with a diminishing population, had made it 
well nigh impossible in many parishes to 
aise an assessment which was easily paid in 
more prosperous days. They could not’ allow 
that te continue, and steps. should be taken 
at once to put this.lepartment ot their finan- 
cial system on a firfher basis. (Hear, hear.) 


PRIMARY SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

Taking a wider view of the responsibilities 
which faced them, there was a question which 
was giving muca anxious thought to those 
in authority—he meant the lack of Protestant 
teachers in the primary schools.” The 
Ministry of Education had given facilities: for 
the training of more teachers by offering to 
provide a Protestant Teachers’ Preparatory 
College in Dublin, in which young people 
between 14 and 16 years of age might begin 
to qualify themselves for the tenshing pro- 
fession.
